A  I  'HE  Committee  of  the  Milford-on-Sea  War  Memorial  Cottage 
Hospital  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Tenth  Annual 
Report. 

During  the  past  year  127  In-Patients  have  been  admitted, 
while  the  number  of  attendances  made  by  patients  requiring 
dressings,  or  treatment  for  minor  casualties,  show  an  increase 
of  131.

Of  the  latter  number  158  were  the  results  of  Motor  or 
Cycle  accidents. 

12  In-Patients  have  been  treated  without  payment. 

A  point  of  some  interest  to  the  House  Committee  has  been 
the  demand  for  accommodation  in  the  Female  Ward.  During 
1927  the  Men’s  Ward  was  in  the  greater  request  and  this  fact 
has  emphasized  the  rather  extravagant  working  necessitated  by 
the  present  building,  for  whilst  only  one  bed  was  occupied  in 
one  Ward  there  was  perhaps  a  waiting  list  for  the  adjoining 
Ward.  Under  the  arrangement  of  Wards  in  the  proposed  new 
building  it  is  anticipated  that  this  congestion  will  not  occur. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  continues  to  make  progress,  the 
membership  being  approx.  125,  and  the  sum  of  ,£67.19.6  has 
been  received  in  subscriptions  by  means  of  the  stamped  cards. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  increased  support  given  to  the 
Scheme  from  the  districts  of  Downton  and  Hordle,  the  efforts 
of  Mr.  Lunt,  Mr.  Talbot  and  the  Hordle  Brotherhood  having 
largely  contributed  to  this  result.  17  In-Patients  under  the 
Scheme  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  whilst  158  attendances 
were  made  for  dressings. 
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With  sincere  regret  the  Committee  record  during  the  year 
the  death  of  the  President,  Sir  J.  Beethom  Whitehead,  k.c.m.g. 
It  is  perhaps  hardly  realised  how  much  the  success  of  the 
Hospital  in  the  past  has  been  due  to  the  interest  taken  in  its 
welfare  by  the  late  Sir  Beethom  Whitehead.  He  became  its 
first  President,  and  has  carried  out  the  duties  since  1919.  His 
knowledge  and  experience  has  been  invaluable  whilst  in  many 
other  ways  he  has  always  been  an  unostentatious  and  generous 
benefactor. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Wylie  is  a  further  loss  to  the  Hospital, 
for  his  enthusiasm  and  untiring  energy  have  always  been  a 
source  of  inspiration  to  all. 

Generous  subscribers  whose  deaths  the  Committee  also 
regret  to  record,  are  Mrs.  Beiliss,  Dr.  Furneaux,  Miss  Barfoot, 
Mr.  Fit  ton  and  Miss  Grubbe. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  some  changes  amongst  the 
Nursing  Staff.  The  Committee  received  with  regret  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Miss  Fraser,  after  4  years  capable  work  as  Matron. 
Staff-Sister  Dancaster  left  in  September  to  qualify  for  the 
C.M.B.  Certificate.  She  will  be  greatly  missed,  having  always 
been  one  of  the  most  appreciated  members  of  the  Nursing 
Staff.  The  Committee  wish  them  every  luck  in  the  future. 
Miss  Heriot-Hill  was  appointed  Matron  and  commenced  duty 
on  Jan.  1st,  1929.  Trained  at  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital, 
London,  with  a  wide  experience  she  comes  to  us  from  the 
Lord  Mayor  Treloar’s  Hospital,  Alton,  Hants.  Miss  Craig  was 
appointed  Staff-Sister  on  December  1st. 

The  Committee  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
their  gratification  at  the  noticeable  increase  in  the  past  few 
years  of  those  who  take  a  more  personal  interest  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Hospital.  In  fact,  it  can  safely  be  stated  that  at  no 
time  has  the  local  interest  been  greater  than  at  present.  A  very 
heavy  demand  was  made  upon  the  generosity  of  the  district 
during  the  year,  by  the  appeal  for  funds  to  provide  a  new 
building,  and  it  is  a  matter  for  sincere  congratulation  that 
within  six  months  of  the  issue  of  the  appeal,  the  sum  of 
^"3,000  was  either  promised  or  given  towards  the  required 
amount.  The  Committee  feel  that  special  thanks  are  due  to 
the  Milford-on-Sea  Women’s  Institute  for  their  generous  de¬ 
cision  to  abandon  their  own  programme  of  entertainments  and 
devote  the  whole  of  their  energies  to  make  a  success  of  the 
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Hospital  Gala  Fete  on  August  Bank  Holiday.  By  the  kind 
invitation  of  Mrs.  Walker  Muuro  this  was  held  at  the  White 
House,  and  it  is  estimated  that  at  least  2,000  persons  were 
present,  while  the  handsome  blanace  of  £287.3.3  was  handed 
over  to  the  Re-Building  Fund. 

O11  this  occasion  when  everyone  worked  with  such  enthus¬ 
iasm  it  is  impossible  to  mention  individual  names,  but  exceptions 
must  be  made  in  the  cases  of  Capt.  Hancock,  r.n.,  the  genial 
and  hard-working  Fete  Hon.  Sec.,  and  Mrs.  Platt,  who  arranged 
and  rehearsed  the  Revels  with  such  conspicuous  success. 

The  Carnival  on  Aug.  25th  surpassed  all  previous  efforts 
and  thanks  are  due  to  all  concerned,  and  also  to  those  who 
displayed  such  ingenuity  in  the  costumes  and  decorated  vehicles. 
One  complaint  only  was  received — that  amongst  the  onlookers 
many  reluctantly  returned  money  to  their  own  pockets  because 
the  numerous  collecting  boxes  provided  by  the  Hospital  Com¬ 
mittee  were  filled  to  overflowing.  The  Committee  promise  to 
rectify  this  mistake  in  future.  The  competition  for  the  various 
prizes  given  by  various  residents  resulted  in  a  balance  of 
£21.4.1,  and  the  Carnival  Committee  handed  over  the  sum  of 
£61.10.6  to  the  Re-Building  Fund.  The  Lymington  Town 
Band  generously  returned  the  sum  of  £3  from  their  fees  on 
this  occasion. 

It  is  regrettable  that  a  larger  audience  was  not  present 
to  enjoy  the  delightful  entertainment  by  children  arranged  by 
Madame  Fey  and  the  Academy  of  Music  during  October.  It 
was  however  received  with  greater  appreciation  at  New  Milton 
and  as  a  result  of  the  two  performances  the  sum  of  £14.1.7 
was  handed  to  the  Hospital.  A  further  sum  of  £10.7.8  was 
collected  by  the  New  Milton  Carol  Singers,  again  under  the 
organisation  of  Madame  Fey  and  the  Academy  ol  Music,  whilst 
the  sum  of  15/-  was  received  through  Miss  Evans  of  New 
Milton,  collected  in  a  similar  manner. 

The  New  Forest  Police  again  organised  a  football  match 
at  New  Milton  in  support  of  the  charities  of  the  district,  the 
Hospital  as  a  result  receiving  the  sum  of  £15. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Hordle  Brotherhood  a  successful 
Concert  was  held  at  Hordle  and  the  sum  of  £22.6.5  was  after¬ 
wards  handed  to  the  Hospital.  Of  this  amount  £10  was 
allocated  to  the  Re-Building  Fund. 
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Captain  Broach  and  his  scholars  organised  an  entertainment 
at  the  Scala  Theatre  which  resulted  in  a  sum  of  ^4.19.6  and 
from  the  Brockenhurst  Tennis  Club  Dance  a  sum  of  £8. 1.3 
was  received  per  Capt.  Cecil  Sutton,  m.b.e.  A  collection  upon 
the  Milford  Beach  on  Bank  Holiday  by  Miss  Brimson  resulted 
in  a  sum  of  ^*4.19.6,  whilst  a  collection  per  Mr.  Chubb  at  the 
Plough  Inn  benefited  the  Hospital  by  the  sum  of  ^4.5.0. 

As  a  result  of  the  sale  of  Silver  Paper  the  sum  of  £3.7. 10 
has  been  received  during  the  past  year. 

The  inspiration  which  resulted  in  the  replacement  of  the 
collecting  boxes  by  quaint  little  cottages  has  raised  the  total 
so  collected  to  ^44.5.6  or  more  than  double  the  amount  col¬ 
lected  in  1927.  Of  this  sum  ^6.3.1  has  been  placed  to  the 
Re-Building  Fund.
